THE RAILWAY LANDS PRO- 
POSITION AND THE BILL. 

If there exists throughout the length 
ftnd breadth of the Province n inuu 
(always excepting certain members of 

-•the legislature, with whom no proposi- 
tion is too absurd to obtain credence) 
who imagines tliat the Alpha and 
Omega of railway construction in Brit- 
ish Columbia is to confer benefits on 
tho people of the Province by the ex- 
penditure of public money amongst 
them, wo hold that individual up to 
an intelligent, farseeing and enterpris- 
ing country aa an object of commisera- 
tion. Such a person is incapable of 
learning the A. B. C. of political econ- 

' omy, of understanding the purposo 
of the statesmen of Great Britain and 
"Greater Britain" (as Canada has been 
aptly termed) in originating and wish- 
ing to push on to successful completion 
tho Canadian Pacific railway. The 
advantage which this Canadian rail- 
way is destined to confer upon 
all Canada cannot bo measured 
by an ephemeral demand for local pro 
ducts and importations, or by an enhanc- 
ed value imparted to town lots, or the 
profit that may fall to the share of 
individuals in various ways from the 
expenditure of large sums of public 
money. Tho object of Confederation 
wna to create and consolidate an em- 
pire that should comprise all British 
North America ; and, as has been justly 
remarked by the writer of a state paper 
on the relations of Canada and British 
Columbia, there can be no real union 
without a railway, tho termini of 
which shall be laved by tho waters of 
both oceans. The reader will under- 
stand that the work about to be inau 
gurated in tho Province has a broader 
and deeper significance than that of 
more local gain. It is essentially a 
national cnterpri.se, undertaken with 
the object of conferring lasting bene- 
fits on all Canada, and not on any 
favored part thereof. In those 
benefit. British Columbia will largely 
shun j and we have therefore always 
thought that in dealing with the Do- 
minion the Province should be inspired 
by a broad and catholic spirit— should 
be disposed to concede much to secure 
a good deal more. It is true that the 
Province has shown in the past, under 
circumstances that have been, to say 
the least, irritating, commendable 
patience and forbearance; and it seems 
to us a pity that now when there exists 
a reasonable chance of the aspirations 
with which we entered Confederation 
being realized, thei 

a misconception on the part of the gov 
eminent of the Province as to the land 
requirements of the Dominion govern- 
ment — a misconception so serious in 
its character that, viewed from the 
standpoint of the land bill which was 
hurried through the House on Friday 
at more than railway speed, may re- 
sult, in serious consequences to the 
Province. Nor, we regret to say, is 
evidence wanting to show that 
that misconception was wilful; 
that it arose from the delib- 
erate design of this government 
to thwart and hamper the Do- 
minion government in their well- 
considered scheme of railway construc- 
tion on the Pacific slope, and, perhaps, 
to turn the obstacles thus created to the 
personal or political advantage of some 
member of the local government. 

The proposition of the agent of tho 
Dominion government appears to us so 
[•lain that "lie who runs may read," 
provided he du not close his eyes or 
turn his head away to avoid the neces- 
sity of scanning the lines. Where, we 
ask, is there a word contained in the 
communication of Mr. TuL'TCH to jus- 
tify the attorney general in announcing 
on the floor of the House that if the re- 
quest of tho Dominion government 
were, complied with the public lands of 
the Province would be "locked up" for 
years? We can find no words that will 
permit of a construction so strained 
and unfair without deliberate falsifica- 
tion. Is it not strange that the attor- 
ney general should have held the pro- 
position in bis hands for twenty days

supporting and the revenues of tho Do- 
minion largely increased. By suoh 
means, and these alone, does the Do- 
minion expect to be compensated for 
its enormous outlay on the railway. 

With tho lands that lie '-'contiguous" 
to the lino of railway in British Colum- 
bia, and which this House propose to 
hand over to tho Dominion, what can 
that government do? Will they in- 
vite immigrants to settle on the 
rocky 3ide of -a mountain and 
sow crops in the crevices J Will 
they present each family with a snow- 
clad peak and suggest that they adopt 
the customs of the mountain sheep for 
a livelihood i or ask them to accept a 
pre-emption on the lee side of a glacier? 
or advise them to plant potatoes on a 
gravel bench or a sand-bar? Tho local 
government having taken their stand 
on the terms of union and havo fram- 
ed and passed a bill which calls for 
"twenty miles of land on each side of 
railway line." Now, it appears that 
the line of the railway will approach 
within six miles of the American 
boundary lino and as the government 
have hound themselves in their land 
bill to provide twonty miles of land on 
each side of the railway, they have ab- 
solutely voted away the Skagit River 
mines, which lie in. American territory, 
and about one hundred miles of farming 
lands together with two or three score of 
improve I farms thut lie on the southern 
side of the border. So it will be seen 
that if the Dominion Government 
should insist upon holding this govern- 
ment to their bargain as closely as this 
governnent wishes to hold the Dom- 
inion Government, the Province will 
be required to ask a sum of 
money for the purchase of an import- 
ant s'ico of Uncle Sam's territory for 
presentation to the Dominion govern- 
ment. The sword which our govern- 
ment wields would seem to be a wea- 
pon that will cut both ways. We can 
not dismiss this article without ex- 
pressing the hope that the government 
will speedily retrace their steps. They 
are treading on dangerous ground, and 
a mistake made now may not be re 
medicd in a decade of years. Tho 
Dominion government should bo met 
and treated in ft spirit of liberality and 
fairness. The lands that lie wild and 
unimproved are of no value to the Pro- 
vince. In the hands of tho Dominion 
they will be surveyed, brought to mar- 
ket and colonized and their occupiers 
will become immediately important 
con trbu tors to tho local as well as the 
federal revenue.

London, May G. — A Vienna cor- 
respondent of tho Times reports that 
Lord Granville took the initiative to 
effect a direct understanding in the 
Montenegrin affair between the powers, 
the rosult of which has been a note 
from the ambassadors at Constanti- 
nople to the Porte asking for a cate- 
gorical statement of its intentions. In 
this noto the ambassadors speak di- 
rectly by order of thoir governments. 
This decided action on the part of tho 
new British cabinet on tho very ques- 
tion in connection with its eastern 
policy has, it seems, not failed to pro- 
duce an effect in Constantinople. Tho 
Porte's uneasiness regarding the new 
British cabinet has shown itself lately 
in discussions of various plans for the 
settlement of pending questions such as 
the Greok question. 

INDIA. 

Cabul, May G. — Tho Governor of 
Ghuzneo has written to the inhabitants 
of Logan Valley advising them to bo 
friendly to tho British. 

London, May 6. — The Young Men's 
Christian Association ha3 purchaser! 
Exeter nail for £2-1,000. Fifteen 
thousand pounds more will be spent in 
adapting the buiding to the require- 
ments of tho central association. 

SIAM. 

London, May C. — Tho King of Shun 
has sent a message hero saying that his 
journey abroad has been abandonod for 
the present on account of ill health. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, April 0. — A petition has 
been sent to the bundesrath from Ham- 
burg signed by 57,000 citizens praying 
tho Gorman empire not to encroach 
upon their rights. It is stated that 
Bavaria intends to espouso their oause. 
Representatives of Hamburg in the 
reichstag have had a conference with 
Bismarck in which they attempted to 
show tho great losses they would suffer 
if deprived of its privileges. 

Bismarck at a recent parliamentary 
meeting declared that he was ready to 
come to terms with the Vatican; but 
that tho Vatican must testify its willing- 
ness by acts instead of words. If it 
did not, then things would remain as 
they are. Nevertheless, to bo ready 
for all contingencies, perhaps he would 
demand full powers from the landtag 
to use his discretion in regard to tho 
application of tho May lawn. 

RUSSIA. 

London, May G. — A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg says that instead of 
amelioriating the position of t he- 
Jews the police measures against thorn 
are enforced more stringently than 
formerly. Persons in business are re- 
quired to quit the capital on twenty- 
four hours' notice, and Jewish strangers 
arriving are ordered to depart in the 
same summary manner. 

The 'Times in an editorial discussing 
a dispatch from the Indian govern- 
ment explaining the Afghan deficit says 
that the reasons advanced in exculpa- 
tion of the government by the authors 
of the dispatch to tho secretary of state 
for India are inadequate and almost 
puerile. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

CANADA. 
Quebec, May 7. — A pilot who ar- 
rived hero to-day reports that on the 
morning of tho 2nd inst. he saw a 
steamship ashoro on Princo Edward's 
Island. She was on her beam-ends 
and Hying a signal of distress. 

ENGLAND. 
London, May 7. — Four thousand 
Middlesborough ironworkers have re- 
sumed work at a 5 per cent, reduction 
of wages. 

Reports from different strike centers 
show that tho men will resume work 
at 5 per cent, reduction under protest, 
pending consideration of a sliding scale 
by a board of arbitration. 

London, May 7.— Tho British board 
of trade returns show the value of im- 
port , for the four months ending April 
30th increased by £25,664,656, and ex- 
ports by £14,170,513, as compared 
with tho same period of 1879. 

FRANCE. 
Pauls, May 7. — The man who mur- 
dered a railway contractor on nn ex- 
press train hanged himself with th«' 
bandages of the wounds he received 
in the struggle with his victim. 

IRELAND. 
Dublin, May 7. — An alarming dis- 
tress prevails at Kilreedo, County 
Gahvay. It is stated that hundreds of 
persons will perish if food is not sent 
immediately. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, May 7.— In deference to 
Princo Bismarck's request tho bunds- 
rath has referred tho Hamburg matter 
to a standing committee. 

Princo Bismarck, writing to a mem- 
ber for Bremen, says that a tax is to 
be paid by all foreign ships in German 
harbors. 

London, May 7. — A Berlin dispatch 
says that public opinion condemns 
Bismarck's treatment of Hamburg and 
unless the session be closed at once the 
Reichstag may be expected to declare 
strongly against it. It is not even 
sure of approval by tho Bundesrath. 
Never has it been more deeply felt 
throughout Germany that he whose 
foreign politics havo made him dear 
to the nation is not always in domestic 
transactions ill harmony with his coun- 
trymen.

Says the London World: One of the 
most sensational actions for breach of 
promise of marriage that ever startlrd 
society will shortly como before the 
Courts. The defendant is a young 
Guardsman, the head of a rich country 
family, who, after a two years' engage- 
ment, allowed the preparations for his 
marriage to go so far that besides in- 
sisting on the selections of his jia/we's 
wedding dress he ordered the wedding 
cards, purchased -tho ring and travel- 
ing trunks with his own initials on 
those of the lady, arranged with the 
coach-maker for the alteration of the 
lady's monogram to his own on her 
two carriages, invited a country vicar 
to come to London to marry him, and 
last, not least, read over tho settle- 
ments to his affianced wife the night 
before he left town to visit his family, 
only four days before the intended 
ceremony at St. George's, Hanover 
Square. Since the night in question 
tho lady has never set her eyes on tho 
gentleman.

Mr. Speaker:— Your committee beg to 
report that in their opinion it would bo 
in tho interest of tiie public service that 
the expenditure of nil money voted ono 
.session by the legislative nssembly should 
bo known to it nt its next session and that 
it should also know tho balanco with 
which the financial year terminates before 
passing tho estimates for the following 
year. That this is impossible with tho 
legislature meeting in January or Feb- 
ruary so long as the financial year doos 
not, close until tho 30th June. Your com- 
mittee favor a financial year ending the 
31st December so that monies can bo 
voted by the members of tho assembly 
with an intelligent appreciation of the 
financial situation of the province. Your 
committee, however, now refrain from 
recommending tho change as the estimates 
to the 30th Juno, 1881, have been passed. 

In the opinion s>( your committee any 
sums estimated as necessary to complete 
the service of any current year should bo 
brought before the House as a supple- 
mentary estimate for that year instead of 
being included with tho votes for tho fol- 
lowing year. 

Your committee leuummeud that as 
soon as possible after the public accounts 
to June 150th (the end of tho financial 
year) have been printed copies be sent 
to members instead of awaiting tho next 
meeting of the House for their distribu- 
tion. (Signed)

THIRL SESSION. 

PROROGATION OF THE HOUSE. 

The prorogation of the House of As- 
sembly, which took place yesterday after- 
noon, was tho tamest pageant witnessed 
in this Provinco sinco the inauguration 
of responsible government. The atten- 
dance in tho visitors' gallery was extreme- 
ly meagre and the total absence of ladies 
from the tloor of the House was particu- 
larly conspicuous. Only twenty members 
wore present and no guard of honor was 
drawn up to receive His Honor tho Lieut. 
Governor, who accompanied by his privato 
secretary, Cant. Tatlow, entered the 
House a few minutes after 2 o'clock. His 
Honor having taken his seat the clerk of 
tho Houso read the titles of the following 
bills, to which His Honor was pleased to 
give his assent : —

The clerk having announced that H is 
Honor had assented, to these bills Mr. 
Speaker presented tho Supply bill, to 
which His Honor also gave his assent. 

His Honor was then pleased to deliver 
the following speech: — 
Gentlemen of Hip Legislative Assembly: 

Tho state of the public business now 
enables me to close the session. 

I have given my assent, to the various 
measures of public utility which you have 
passed, and I feel persuaded that the 
care and attention which you have bestow- 
ed upon them will be fully appreciated 
by tho country. 

It is gratifying to find that you have 
approved of the policy submitted for your | 
consideration in connection with railway 
matters, and that, the new arrangement 
lately made with the Dominion Govern- 
ment respecting the construction of the 
graving dock has met with your sanction. 

You are to bo congratulated on the re- ' 
suit of your untiring efforts to secure the 
commencement of the Provincial portion 
of the Canadian Pacitic railway as, apart 
from the national advantages to be do- 
rived from tho work, its active prosecu- 
tion will unquestionably effect a vast im- 
provement in our existing industries, and ! 
give life to many valuable ones that, are 
now dormant. I 

1 have to thank you foi the provision 
you have made for the public service, ami 
to assure you that it will be carefully ad- 
ministered. 

In now relieving you from your duties 
I sincerely trust that our mutual hopes 
and anticipations of prosperity may be 
realized. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys, provincial secre- 
tary, then announced that it was the will 
and pleasure of His Honor that the House 
stand adjourned until Monday the 9th of 
August next, and the House was ac- 
cordingly prorogued. 

His Honor then left the House, the 
members gathered up their papers ami 
departed in groups, leaving Mr. Speaker 
and the Clerk of the House to the desola- 
tion of the building to reflect on tho hasty 
manner in which the session had been 
brought to a close and the remarkably 
lack of interest evinced in the final pro- 
ceedings.

Victoria Fire Department. 

Secretary McQuade's statement of re- 
ceipts and expenditures of tho Victoria 
Fire Department for the quarter ending 
31st March, 1880, shows that on Jan. 1st 
there was a balance in hand of §1250 20. 
On Jan. 9th tho department rccoived a 
cheque from the City Council for tho sum 
of 583G 35, and on March 22nd a moiety 
of tho grant of tho Provincial Govern- 
ment amounting to §750 was handed over. 
These sums, together with §-10 80 refund- 
ed by the Montreal Rubber Co. and §30 
the proceeds of condemned hoso, repre- 
sent tho total receipts at §2913 35. The 
expenditures against this sum have 
amounted to §1387 44, tho principal 
items being §035 for salaries, §370 67 on 
steam engine account and §145 40 for re- 
pairs. Tho balance on hand on March 
31st was §1525 91.

least one" a week for many years, is 
calculated to soothe the bed of sickness 
and pain and woo the weary to forget- 
f ulness. 

YYcre this custom an integral part of 
religion, I am aware that defenders of 
it would rise in hosts to champion its 
cause ; as it is no one, 1 think, can mis- 
take my meaning ; and as a case in 
point let me mention the R. E. Church 
which has no bell, and yet its congre- 
gation are as numerous and as punctual 
as that of any other denomination, 
which only shows that they pay as 
much attention to the time shown by 
their watches and clocks as their neigh- 
bors. 

Now, Mr. Editor, to put the matter 
plainly, would a private storekeeper be 
allowed to notify the public in a similar 
niannor with a loud clanging bell that 
his premises were open for business? 
Would not his bell be summarily sup- 
pressed as a nuisance? and, if so, how 
comes if that a church, the members of 
which, and for the matter of that, 9 
out of 10 who are not members, know- 
to a minute at what hour the service 
commences, should be tacitly permitted 
to make the appellation of the day of 
rest absurdly incongruous? 

To those who dwell, fortunately for 
themselves, at some little distance from 
churches, this complaint may seem 
overstrained, but those who live (and 
like myself have laid on a sick-bed) in 
close proximity not lo one only, but to 
two or three rival establishments, can 
sympathize with it.

A BYLAW 

For tho Bottor Obsorvanco of tho 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
aud Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on the 
Sabbath day Lor tho sale of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wholesalo or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any store, 
warehouse or other place of business. 

2. No person Hhall keep any saloon 
open for tho stile of liquor by retail be- 
tween tho hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall koop open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
afternoon on the Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for the 
sale of liquor by retail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between the hours of ten 
o'clock in the forenoon and live o'clock 
on the afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not bo lawful to discharge 
any cavgo, excopt live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

0. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on tho Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-live dollars nor less 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summary manner 
before the Police Magistrate of tho City 
of Victoria or any Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and salo of tho goods and 
chatties of tho offender, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such oil'endor for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may bo cited as tho Sabbath 
Opsorvanco Bylaw, 1880.
